Underselling Data. 


Miss., March 25, 1874, 
Yo the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly, 

WE read with interest your editorials and com- 
munications upon the subject of selling by pub- 
lishers at wholesale prices to persons not in the 
book-trade, and to schools, at such prices asthe 
local bookseller cannot afford to give. 

A customer asked us the price of aset of books 
which we had in store, and we replied $50 (the 
publisher’s price). He stated very significantly, 
“Oh, I can send on and get them fur $30 or $40.” 
We replied, ** Write and get the publisher’s price 
to you, and we will sell you the books at that 
price, be it $2§ or $50.” We saw the letter in 
which the publisher offered the books at $40— 
one-fifth off. We could have gotten from the 
publisher only three-tenths on that particular 
book. It was an encyclopedia. 

A teacher wrote an order for school books, and 
stated that he could get one-fourth from the pub- 
lishers. We declined to sell at that price.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—A curious and im- 
portant question in insurance law, of special in- 
terest to all publishers, has just arisen here. A 
short time ago a fire occurred in the bindery of 
Wm. Rutter & Co., where were stored consider. 
able quantities of sheet stock belonging to differ- 
ent publishing houses. Much of this stock was 
damaged by water, including the sheet stock of a 
work published by Stoddart & Co. This stock 
was insured for its value as paper and print, at 
the rate of 32 cents per copy, the publication 
$2.50. The sheets were 
sufficiently damaged to make them unsalable as 
new books, but were still readable. The insurance 


| company offered to pay the iull amount of the 


policy, but claimed the sheets, which they pro- 


| posed to put into cheap cloth binding, and sell 


for whatever was offered for them. ‘To this the 


| publisher naturally objected, because by putting 


a large number of copies of the book on the mar- 
ket at a greatly reduced price, the regular sale of 
‘The insurance 


they were mutilated and sold as waste paper; but 
it is equally clear that they had no right to inter- 
fere with the business of the insured, by flooding 
the market with inferior and damaged copies ot 
the book, at a price far below that fixed by him, 
‘The value of a book is separate and distinct from 
its worth as so many ounces of paper and straw 
board. The insurance company, by selling the 
sheets in question for anything more than their 
value as pounds of waste paper, would be using 
without permission the ideas of the author and 
the business skill of the publisher, on which he 
has risked his trading capital, whereby the value 
known as the * publication price’’ has been cre- 
ated. This view of the case has been taken until 
now by every insurance company in adjusting 
losses with publishers. The case of Stoddart & 
Co. still remains unsettled, but if it should go 
into court it is safe to predict that the ruling will 
be against the insurance company. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature has taken upon 
itself to dabble with the school books used in 
the public schools, and a bill to provide for un 
form school books throughout the State has been 
introduced in the Senate. It provides that a 
board consisting of the State Superintendent and 
three citizens shall examine all school books, and 
pick out a complete series in all grades, including 
all branches of study. ‘nose selected shall be 
used in the public schools for five years, begin 
ning from September, 1875. The board is to as 
certain from the publishers on what terms they 
will supply the books selected, and also the terms 
on which the copyrights may be acquired by the 
State. If the board fails to agree on any particu 
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lar book necessary to complete the series, the 
members are to supply the deficiency themselves 
by preparing a new book. ‘This summary in- 
cludes all the essential points in the bill, The 
constant changing of the text books in the public 
schools, before the children have had time to go 
half through them, is a very serious evil, and one 
which the advocates of the bill think this measure 
will cure. It, however, paves the way for quite 
as many evils as it professes to remedy. What 
assurance is there that the three citizens who are 
to be members of the board will know anything 
more about educational matters than the men ot 
straw who now act as school directors? ‘To be- 
come a school director is recognized as the first 
step in the ladder of political success, and in 
Philadelphia the office is in nearly every case filled 
by some mere ward politician. There are doubt- 
less many: worthless books now used in the public 
schools, but under the proposed law it would be 
possible to enforce the uniform use of a series of 
worthless books for a period of five years, without 
the possibility of a change during the prescribed 
time. 

The indications are that we are not going to 
have a very brilliant spring trade. The jobbing 
houses are doing enough to keep their packing 
departments tolerably busy, but the orders are 
light. Forster’s third volume of the Life of 
Charles Dickens has sold very satisfactorily 
Ouida’s story, “‘ Bébée,” has also been very suc- 
cessful, and Proctor’s “‘ Borderland of Science ” 
has been a very profitable venture. J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co. are just on the point of issuing “ Me- 
moirs of John Quincy Adams,” by Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, vol. 1; ‘* Plato,” by Clifton W. Col- 
lins, forming one of the “* Ancient Classics for 
English Readers ;”” and the first volume of Pres- 
cott’s Peru, edited by John Foster Kirke. The 
same firm have the following books nearly ready : 
“The Heir of Malreward,” by the author of 
“Son and Heir;” “ Ligation of Arteries,’’ by 
L. H. Farabeuf; “‘ As It Should Be,’’ by “ Alex ” ; 
“The Lite of Benjamin Franklin,” edited by Hon. 
John Bigelow, 3 vols., crown 8vo. ; Lieber’s * Civil 
Liberty.” revised by Dr. Theodore D. Woolsey ; 
“The Villages of the Bible,” by Rev. E. Paxton 
Hood; “ The Four Civilizations of the World,’’ 
by Henry Wikoff; “ ‘The Universe and the Com- 
ing Transits,’ by Professor Proctor; and * The 
Concordance to Shakespeare’s Poems,” by Mrs 
Horace Howard Furness, the wife of the author 
of the Variorum Shakespeare. 


Porter & Coates have several novels in active 
preparation, as follows: *“ No Alternative,’’ by 
Mrs. Pender Cudlip, better known as Annie 
Thomas, a brilliant and sparkling writer, whose 
novels have hitherto been very successtul ; * The 
Vicissitudes of Bessie Fairfax,’’ by Miss Harriet 
Part, whose nom de plume of Holm Lee is very 
well known; and a novel translated from the Ger- 
man of Carl Detlef, the title of which has not 
yet been decided upon. The author is known in 
this country by his **Might it Be,” and other 
works of fiction. The new book was published 
in Germany under the title of “ Between Father 
and Son,’ but as this title was very much like 
that of another book still selling, the publishers 
have decided to change it. 

As might be expected, the great prophet of 
temperance could not allow the women’s crusade 
to pass unnoticed, It was too important an event 
in the annals of the cause to be permitted to sub- 
Side without being turned to account. Accord- 
ingly, a tale from the pen of T. S. Arthur is an- 
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nounced, entitled “‘ Woman to the Rescue: a 
Tale of the Crusade.” It will be illustrated, and 
sold by subscription; price $1.25. Stoddart & 
Co. are the publishers. Another work founded 
on current events is “ The History of the Grange 
Movement,” just published by the National Pub- 
lishing Company. This company has recently 
added a printing office to its establishment. lt 
already had a bindery, and now manufactures its 
pooks completely. 

T. B. Peterson & Bros, have just ready for pub- 
lication Mrs, E. D. E. N. Southworth’s “ Victor's 
Triumph.” It forms a “sequel” to ** A Beauti- 
ful Fiend,” and with those who admire sensa- 
tional writing it will be a favorite. The cheap re- 
issue of Mrs. Newby’s novels, lately published by 
this firm, L understand to have sold very largely.

THE LIBRARY CORNER. 


Mr. WALTER C. Hoop, of Marietta, Ohio, has 
been appointed by Governor Allen as State 
Librarian to fill the position of S. G. Harbaugh, 
whose term expired on March 23. Mr. Harbaugh 
has served as Librarian twelve years from March, 
1862, receiving consecutive appointments of two 
years each from six Governors. His daughter, 
Miss Mary ©. Harbaugh, is retained as assistant. 


At the last annual count of the books in Har- 
vard College Library, there were 140,000 volumes, 
nearly 100,090 pamphlets, and nearly 50,000 dupli- 
cate pamphlets, 


THE Bookseller notes that “ the first catalogue 
of publications in the English language was come 
piled in 1595 by Andrew Maunsell, a bookseller 
of ability and eminence, who lived in Lothbury 
toward the close of the sixteenth century.” It 
gives also the curious title and dedications. 


Every Saturday \ately had some very sensible 
remarks by Mr. Scudder on country free libraries, 
saying that ‘‘the public library is no more, of 
necessity, a great and expensive collection of 
books, than is the schovola highly organized, 
splendidly enduwed, and thoroughly equipped in- 
Stitution. A country school, with a teacher who 
has the teacher’s faculty, has the essentials of a 
school; a country library containing the books 
that make readers and thinkers, has the essentials 
of a library.”” He desires the establishment of 
small Jocal libraries of books to be read, and the 
abandonment of the idea/ of a great, permanent 
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collection of books. It might be as simple a mar. 
ter to have a district library as to have a district 
schcol ; and if, as every district school is part of 
a system, every little library were also part of a 
well-ordered system, then we might have not only 
our great libraries in the city, our highly organized 
city schools, our colleges and their libraries; 
but also a_ great network of small lending 
libraries, connected with our country schools, and 
so ordered that there should be an economical use 
of tne same material, and each library should be 
not a solitary and independent collection, but one 
that is part of a general sytem.
